Dirt Eaters 


The practice of eating earth not 
contpes te ty Fase Gf coon oc On 
world. In America, several of 
Indians of the northern as as 
of the southern continent, are en 
to using earth as food. Different 
varieties of clay seem to be preferred. 

The Pawnee Indians used a yellow- 
ish clay, which they shaped Into little 
balls that were allowed to dry in the 
air and were then slowly roasted at 
the open fire. When thé clay attain- 
ed a red color the balls were remov- 
ed, moistened with water and eaten. 
These clay balls were especially liked 
when served in connection with fish, 
and seem to have promoted digestion. 

The Timmeh Indians, of the Mac- 
kenzie river used to resort to earth as 
food in times of famine. They dug 
out the clay found in hollows along 
the banks of the river. In prosper- 
ous years they chewed the clay as a 
delicacy, The Apaches mixed w- 
dered clay in their meal before making 
this into their rude loaves of bread. 

The Indians in the uplands of Bol- 
{via ate a light clay that is nearly 
white In color; this they used ejther 
raw or in the form of cakes of var- 
fous shapes, which were sold in the 
market places, They also prepared 
a sauce with the clay; this they ate 
with boiled potatoes. 

Among the negroes of the Guinea 
coast, as well as among those in West 
Africa, the eating of dirt is very com- 
mon. The natives of the Soudan dig 
their favorite clay from between lay- 
ers of sandstone in the banks of the 
rivers. The natives of Java prepare 
thelr cakes of clay containing ochre, 
These are sold in the public markets.

LASH FOR WIFE BEATERS 


Toronto Authorities Giving Brutes 
Some of Their Own Medicine 


The new method which the Toronto 
police are employing to deal with 
wife-beating, namely, sending ther 


down for a short term and giving them 
a taste of the lash, Is expected to 


have a noticeable effect on the num 
ber of cases of this kind which come 
up in Police court, 

A subsection of the Criminal Cod 
Says that, “Everyone is guilty of ai 
indictable offence and Hable to twi 
years’ imprisonment or to be whip 
ped who assaults or beats 
his wife or any other female, and 
thereby occasions her actual bodily 
harm.” 

Although this subsection is an 
amendment which came into force in 
1909, wife-heaters usually got off with 
sixty day terms minus the lash, 

Immediately on assuming his duties 
as head of the Morality Department 


Staff-Sergeant McKinney began to 
work on this amendment with the re 
sult that the first wife-beater who 
came up before Magistrate Denison 
received the surprise and the shock 
of his life when, after hearing a thirty- 
day sentence imposed, he awoke to 
the nek that he was to get ten lashes 
as well, elise :

HORSES IN WINTER 


Can be Kept on Straw as Well as on 


Hay 
Professor J. H. Shepperd, of the 
North Dakota Agricultural College, 


answering a question recently about 
wintering horses on straw, says: 

The North Dakota station did a con- 
siderable amount of work in horse 
feeding a number of years ago and 
made extensive trials with oat straw, 
as compared with hay, for roughage. 
In the trial it was found that some 
horses did about as well on it as they 
did on hay. While others were very 
much harder to carry, chiefly because 
their appetites for roughage were too 
light to cause them to eat enough of 


it. Aside from those dainty animals 
there was little trouble in keeping 
them up on oat straw as roughage. 

The oat straw used was that of a 
normal season, which was coarser and 
more woody than that which had been 
obtained this year. The trial con- 
sisted of a period of sixty days’ feed- 
ing with oats as the grain ration 
against a similar period with oats 
and hay, and sixty days’ feeding with | 
a mixture of half and half bran and| 
shorts by weight with hay compared | 
with sixty days’ feeding bran and 
shorts with oat straw. 

During the first thirty days winter 
conditions were present and the horses 
were used only about enough for good 
exercise. During the second thirty 
days they were worked at harrowing 
discing and seeding and had nearly all 
of that work the last half of the month, 
The horses receiving oats and hay 
as a ration required nine and one 
third pounds of oats with hay to carry | 
them, while those on oats and straw 
consumed eleven and one-half pounds 
of oats per day. During the thirty | 
days that they had light work, the | 
horses on hay gained 176 pounds and| 
the three on straw 169 pounds. Dur- 
ing the thirty days when they had! 
heavy work one-half of the time, those | 
on hay lost 340 pounds and those on 
straw 345 pounds. 

The similar lots of horses fed on 
bran and_ shorts, half and half by 
weight, gained during the winter con- 
ditions, 88 pounds when fed hay, and 
83 pounds when fed straw. When they 
were on the straw ration with heavy 
work for one-half of the month they 
lost 225 pounds, and on the hay ration 
235 pounds. 

These results indicate that horses 
can be carried almost as successfully 
on straw as roughage as they can on 
hay, provided enough aditional grain 
is given them to supply them with 
sufficient nourishment. The addition 
al grain required is about one-fifth. 


If the feeder has facilities for chaf 
fing the straw and will moisten it and 
mix the grain fed with it during the 
season when the animals are required 
to do very little work, a smaller 
amount of grain will carry them,

To 
prepare the ecion cut with a abarp 
knife a simple wedge, beginning at or 


slightly below a bud and making a 
long sloping cut toward the middle 
and a similar one on the opposite side. 
Scions of two eyes are preferable, To 
insert open the cleft and push the scion 
in firmly until the bud ts just above 
the upper end of the stock, taking 
care that the inner barks of stock and, 
scion fit closely. When large vines are 
grafted It may require a metal wedge 
to open the cleft. In large vines two 
sclons, one on each side, are frequently 
used. 

Another favorite method with small 
stocks, especially in bench grafting, 
when the diameter of the stock is the 
same or very little greater than that of 
the scion, is the Wnglish cleft, split or 
whip graft. 

The treatment given vines during the 
first years of thelr growth largely de- 
termines the profit and pleasure to be 
derived from them. If improperly, 
cared for during this period satisfac

Cuttings and Rooted Vines, 


If cuttings are planted and the sup- 
ply is suflicient two in each place tn- 
crease the chances of getting a full 
stand, Should both cuttings grow one 
of them can easily be pulled up with- 
out injuring the other. To protect the 
cuttings from drying out plant them 
60 that the top bud projects only a 
trifle above the ground. 

If rooted vines, either plain or graft- 
ed, are used the roots should be cut 
back to three to four inches, depend- 
ing on their vigor. Only one cane of 
the top sbould be left, and this should 
be cut back to two or three good buds. 
If grafts are used all scion roots and 
all suckers should be carefully re- 
moved. 

During the first year after planting 
no pruning or training ts usually giv- 
ep, although it Is perbaps a good plan 
witb vigorous plants, especially if the 
season is propitious, to rub off all ex- 
cept the straightest and strongest of 
the young sboots that start. The fol- 
Jowing winter the vines should be 
proned and staked before they start to 
grow, the size of the stake used de- 
pending on the method of traning 
adopted. 

By the third year all vines should 
have erect, straight stems, with two 
or more canes growing from tbe prin- 
cipal part, out of which the bead or 
crown is to be formed and from which 
the growth of the vine is to be renew- 
ed from year to year. 

To pruve intelligently the age, size 
and condition of the plant, the location, 
climate, soil and otber features of Its 
environment and the principles gov- 
erning its Hfe must be considered. 

A statement of some of the more Im- 
portant of these life principles follows: 
The sap flows with greatest force to 
tbe onter extremities; the more up- 
rigbt a branch is the more sap flows 
into it; the sap when abundant and ac 
Uve produces wood; the more abundant 
the flow of the sap the larger and lutec 
the fruit; the ascending sap grows 
richer the farther it flows; checking 
the flow of the sap makes the plant 
more aod 
richer fruit The vine usually bears its 
fruit on new shoots growing from the 
wood of the previous year. The me 
fur pruning is in winter, when the 
vines are dormant They should not 
be cut when frozen or while the sap ts 
flowing rapidly. Summer pruning ts 
practiced on the young growth to regu- 
jate the guantity of fruit and the 
shape of the plaut, 

tp pruning one or more of the follow- 
ing objects ure usually accoinplished: 
Iarts of plants removed, revewed, pro- 
moted or retarded; wounded and dis- 
ensed plants cured; the shapes and hab- 
jis of plants modified; the size and 
quantity of the fruit Increased or dl- 
minisbed; the quality of the frult tm- 
proved; the fruit made to ripen earlier 
or iater; a reguiar succession of fruit 
secured, and the spraying, tralning, 
cultivation and gatherlog of the fruit 
facilitated. 


Methods Used In Pruning. 


There are varions ways in which 
the objects of pruning are accomplish- 
ed. for Instance, the growth and 
bealth of a plant are promoted and the 
size of the fruit 1s increased (1) by re 
moving all the disensed parts and suck- 
ers, (2) by shortening extended shoots, 
side shoots and Iaterals, (3) by putting 
upright the part whose rapid growth ts 
desired and (4) by removing the frult 
buds or fruit. The plant ts retarded In 
growth and made to bear earlier and 
richer frult by sbortening the leading 
shoots and leaving the fruit bearing 


wood and by bending down the branch- i 


es and ring pruning them, The heal- 
ing of wounded and diseased planta is 
removing the injured 
parts und dressing the wound, The 
bend of a plant ts renewed by entting 
off the branches above; the head ts 
made to grow thicker by cutting back 
the outer branches and to grow thin- 
cer by amputating all canes op whicb 
there !s too much growth 

There are 80 many species of grapes, 
enchb having peculiarities of its own 
and therefore responding most readily 
to cerinin cultural methods to which It 
is best adapted, that the pruning, tratn- 
Ing and growing of vines, which other- 
wise may appear quite simple, become 
complicated operations tn which com- 
paratively few people grow expert. and 
sineyards in which serious ‘pistakes 
tre vol made are rare
